. denhith, is the only Village, belides Bray, 
in the Hundred of that Name. a 

We are not ignorant that Hithe agrees 
to the Situation of the Place; but we 
have that Authority for the other Name, 
which ought never to be ſlighted. - 

It is of no great Antiquity. The an- 
tient Name, according to our F greateſt 
Antiquary, was South eAlington, which 
Stow has contraQed into Sudlington. But 
it took the Name of Maidenhead, accord- 
ing to the ſame Author, from the Head 
of one of thoſe Eleven Thonſand Virgins, 
ſaid to have ſufter'd Martyrdom with St. 
Urſula, which was had here in very great 
Veneration. This is the true Original of 
the Name, and this Opinion the World 
then had of the great Numbers that ac- 
companied St. Urſula in her Death. 

But the true Foundation of this Story

NEW WINDSOR, 


Has the Addition of the Term New, 
to diſtinguiſh it from the laſt mentioned 

Place (out of whoſe Ruins it roſe) art 
lyes at the Eaſt End of this County, and 
is divided by the River Thames (which 
waſhes the loweſt Parts of this Place) 
from Eton in Buckinghamſhire. It is a Vi- 
carage ſituate in Ripplesmore Hundred, in 
the Patronage of the King. Of this Place 
we have no Account before the Saxon 
Times, when it was called Mindleſbore, 
from its winding Banks on the Rivet. 


It was by Edward the Confeſſor beſtowed 
on Weſtminſter-eAbbey, in whoſe Poſſeſſion 
it remained but a ſhort Time, being tranſ- 
ferred to Will. the Conqueror, in Exchange

This 
Hall is very large and long, and deſigned 
from the firſt Inſtitution for the Entertain- 
t of the Knights of the Garter at their 
nſtallation.; and the Sovereign us'd to 
givea Feaſt to his Twenty Five Knights 
Companions every St. George's Day. Bur 
this latter Cuſtom has not been obſerved 
ſince the Reign of King Charles II. who

On the North Sideof St. George's Chapel, 
is a Houſe built for the Habitation of the 
Prieſt that officiated in the Chantry of Mil- 
liam Lord Haflings, whoſe Arms, ſurround- 
ed with a Garter, is fixed over the Door.

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Adjoyning to this is another Houſe, 
built by Charles Somerſet, Lord Herbert, 
and Earl of Worceſter, for his Chantry 
Prieſt ; and qver the Door, as a Diſtincti- 
on, are his Arms in a Garter. 

Againſt the North Door of the Body of 
this Church, is a Houſe called the New 
' Commons, erected by James Denton, Dean 
of Lichfield, and formerly one of the Ca- 
nons of this Church, eAzzo 1519. for the 
Lodging and Dieting of ſuch of the Chan- 
try Prieſts, Chorifters, and Stipendiaries, 
who had no certain Place within the Co/- 
lege where to hold Commons in, but were 
conſtrained daily to eat their Meals in ſe- 
veral Houſes of the Town : This Houſe 
he furniſhed with proper Utenſils for ſuch 
an Uſe, the whole Charge amounting to 
4891. 7 5. 1 d. and for all which the Cho- 
riſters were deſired by him (in the Statutes 
ordained for their Rule and Government) 
to ſay certain Prayers, when they entred 
into the Chapel, and after his Death, to 
pray for his, and the Souls of all the faith- 
tul departed. 

On the North Side are Houſes for the 
Dean and Canons, and at the Weſt End 
others for the Petty Canons, built in the 
ſhape of. a Fet-Lock (one of the Royal 
Badges belonging to King Edward IV.) 
in the Reign of King Aeary VIII.

This Square (in which is the Library) 
is ſurrounded by a high Wall with ſeveral 
Towers on it. | a 

On the South Side of the lower Ward of 
this Caſtle is a Pile of Building for Thir- 
teen of the poor Knights, which contains 
13 Rooms, beſides a Hall, a Kitchen, and 
a Paſtry. The Stone for Building was 
brought from Reading, in this County, 
the Timber from ſeveral Places ir t 
Foreſt, and the Lead and Chimney Orna- 
ments from Suffolk Place in Southwark, 
This Work was begun on the laſt Day of 
February, 1556. and compleated 25 Septem- 
ber, 1558. and coſt 274) J. 75. 64. and 
is allotted for the poor Kpights, who were 
cozval with the firſt Foundation, and 
were then in Number 24, and afterwards 
encreaſed to 26, and ſo continued to 148 1. 
when upon Account of many tedious 
Quarrels and Brawls between them and 
the Dean and Canons, they were en- 
tirely dropt in the Act of Parliament for 
the new Incorporation of this Church, 
and divided from its Conſtitution. It 
appears by the laſt Will of King Henry 
VIII. that he deſigned a Re-eſtabliſh-

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Thirteen, and ordered a Settlement of 
600 Pounds per eAunum to be made on the 
Dean and Canons for that end: This Ki 
Edw. VI. confirmed Ofeb. 7. 1549. an 
immediately after put the Chapter into 
Poſſeſſion, who for a ſhort ſpace received 
the Rents, but were conſtrained to return 
the whole Settlement back, to be employ. 
ed in building a proper Receptacle for 
theſe poor Knights. But Queen Elizabeth 
ſettled the Foundation, Number, Statutes, 
and Endowment, as they now ſtand, 
@hich laſt was doubled by King James I. 
and made payable out of the Exchequer. 
To theſe Thirteen Sir Peter le Maire, Kt. 
dy his laſt Will, dated 8 Janaary, 163 1. 
added by a Legacy of 1500 Pounds for 
charitable Uſes, at the diſpoſal of his Exe- 
cutor, Sir Francis Craze, Kt. ſometime 
Chancellor of the moſt noble Order of the 
Carter, who himſelf deſigning an addi- 
tional Number of Alm, Knights, deter. 
mine to ſpend the 1500 Pounds he was en- 
eruſted with, on a Pile of Building for the 
Reception of Five he intended; to this end 
he charged his Executor, Sir Richard 
Craze, Bar. in his laſt Will, dated 27 
eAuguſt, 1635. to ſee the Buildings, him- 
felf had begun, finiſhed ; he alſo bequeath- 
ed for ever 200 Pounds per eAnnum to be

Over againſt the Stone Bridge which 


. Teads into the upper Court, is a neat lit- 


tle Seat, purchaſed by the late Queen be- 


fore her Acceſſion to the Throne, and 


during her being in- Diſgrace with her 
Brother, K. William III. The fine Green 
Houſe, ' and Gardens adjoyning to the 
Park, are worthy the Notice of all. 
Between the Caftle and the little 


Houſe is 4 Paſſage into the Little Park, 
(o called todiftinguiſh it from the larger) 
which is about Three Miles in compaſs, 


the Walks are finely ſhaded, and is well 


ſtock'd with Deer. In this Park, near 
the Road ſide, from Old Windſor, is the 


Keeper's Lodge, a very beautiful Retire- 


ment, which received great Improvements 


from the late Admiral Churchill, who 
made a fine Aviary and Gardens.

Mary's and Vigo; and by ſome of the 
Actors in it preſented to the Admiral. 
Facing this Park, and near the Caſtle, 
is a handſom Seat belonging to Charles 
Beauclair, Duke of St. Albans, one of 
the Knights of the Garter, which was 
built by his Mother, in the Reign of K. 
Charles II. | | 


Adjoyning to this Little Park is another | 


larger, containing Fourteen Miles in its 
Oiroumference. It is ftocked with all 
Sorts of Game for the Royal Diverſion. 
In it King Charles II. built a Lodge for 
the 'Uſe of the Keeper, and for his own 
Diverſion. It received many Additions 


and Advantages from the late Earl of 


Fort land; and fince from the preſent Ran- 
ger, the Dutcheſs of Marlborough. 

About a Mile from hence, in the Fureſt, 
on the top of a Hill, is CRANBuRN 
| Lodge, built by Richard Jones, late 
Earl of Ranelaugh, Pay-Matter to the 
Army during the Time of K. William III. 


Here is viſible an elegant Taſte af 


Architecture, Painting, and Gardening, 
but more remarkable for the oadiouſhKe 


of its Proſpe&. In one of the Oloſets, 
Vol. III. E e _ which 
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which has Windows on every Side, is 2 
View over Wizdſor,and both the Parks,Eaſt- 
ward to London, and the Country round, 
at above Twenty Miles diſtance, and 
Weſtward a fine View of eaſy riſing 
Grounds covered with Trees; in ſhort, 
every Way the Proſpect is delightful : 
Nor has Art been leſs profuſe than Na- 
ture, if we conſider the large and fine 
Gardens, the Fiſh-Ponds, . and curious 
Greenſwerd Deſcent to them, which, with 
the other Improvement, muſt have coft 
much Time, and have been very expen- 
five. Not long ſince a Bill was brought 
into Parliament for a Sale of this Eſtate, 
but on February 24. 1718. it was rejected. 
About the Year 1705. at St. Leonard's 
Hill, about a Mile and half from Wind- 
for Caſtle were found the Roman Anti- 
quities (of which you have the Draughts 
in the Page) under a large Stone by 
Mr. Robert Butler, a Gardiner: In dig- 
ging he obſerved a conſiderable Quantity 
of Aſhes, Cinders, £9c. upon the Brow 
of the Hill, and found alſo ſeveral Earthen 
Veſſels, entire as well as broke, ſome. of 
larger, and others of ſmaller. Dimenſions, 
ſome of which the Gardiner conceived to 
be Molds: At the ſame Place were found 
many fair, intelligible Silver and Braſs 
Roman Coins, This Place was, I doubt

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not, part of the antient Bibruci, who 
ſubmitted to Cæſar, and a Roman Camp 
at no great diſtance, feems to favour the 
Not ion of this having been a Fabrica, or 
Forge for the making of their Warlike In- 
ſtruments. | | 

To what Uſes the Inſtruments (here 
delineated) have been put, is a Queſtion 
among the Learned; as to (Numb. I. and 
III.) ſome have conjectured them Britiſh, 
and to have been Axes, others Heads of 
Spears, or walking Sta ves ufed by the 
Britons, others Roman Catapultæ; ſome 
have thought them to be ſacrificing In- 
ſtruments; but theſe Notions, and*ſe- 
veral others, having been refuted by 
Mr. Hearne, and the Matter it ſelf clearly 
ſtated concerning theſe rwo Inſtruments, I 
ſhall refer you to his Diſconrſe concerni 
{ome gAntiquities lately found in Yorkſhire, 
in a Letter to Mr. Thoresby, of Leeds, 
with an Extract out of Mr. Thoresby's 
Letter (dated Nov. 19. 1709.) that occa- 
ſioned this Diſcourſe, printed at the End 
of the firſt Vol. of Jobs Leland's Itinerary, 
Oxford, 1710, 8v0. pag. 97. In this ex- 
cellent Piece, the Matter ſeems to be ac- 
curately examined, and the Opinions of 
Antients and Moderns weigh'd, and the 
Affair itſelf exhauſted.

chral Lamps, entitled, Le Antiche Lu- 
cerne Sepolcrali figarate raccolte dalle Cave 
ſotterannee, e Grottee di Roma nelle quali 
fi contengono molte erudite Memorie diſeg- 
nate, ed intagliate nelle loroforme da 
Pietro Sancti Bartoli diviſee in tre parti 
con POſſervationi di Gio. Pietro Bellori. 
Rom. 1691. Fol. but among that great 
Variety in this excellent and uſeful Piece, 
J eould find no Reſemblance, or gather 
any Light. I cannot ſay that in ſome o- 
thers on this Subject I do remember any 
Thing of this Figure, though I have 
not been ſo happy as to ſee Licetus on 
this Subject; but amidſt theſe my Searches 
and Enquiries, a worthy Gentleman was
